nin th street and 
from there leaped 
do wn to a sto rm -do o r shed 
on the 
g ro und floor. 
He is no t believed to be 
serio usly hurt. 
Befo re 1 0 o ’clo ck the ro o f had been 
burned thro ug h and the flam es sho t 
hig h in the air. 
T his assisted th e fire­ 
men m aterially in sav in g the Bro adway 
fro nt. 
H alf an ho ur later the flames, 
having in the m eantim e eaten every­ 
th in g befo re them , had literally burned 
th em selves o ut and the fire w as then re­ 
ported under co ntro l. 
A rtist Operti arrived at the theater 
just as th<* fire w as disco vered and saw 
w o rks o f art upon w hich he had spent 
co nsiderable o f his tim e and had t r a v­ 
eled over the w o rld to g et sketches of, 
burned up.
